REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year 
of 1963 in both length and severity. For the second suc- 
cessive year, we experienced a rainfall deficiency of 
more than ten inches and the compounding of such 
drought conditions, together with many days of strong, 
dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most hazard- 
ous years in the past half century. Although our fire sea- 
son was three weeks longer than that of 1963, the num- 
ber of fires showed only a slight increase and more re- 
markable was the fact that the area burned dropped 
from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964. Early 
detection and rapid response kept many potential fire 
disasters from becoming reality. We all owe a debt of 
gratitude to the men in this community who responded 
and fought our fires so efficiently. Our state is now 86% 
wooded and its economy — both industrial and recrea- 
tional — is greatly dependent on this forest resource. 
The responsibility for adequate fire protection of this 
great area — 4,350,000 acres — is everyone’s respon- 
sibility and prevention is one of our most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must 
burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead 
out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches 
from young children. Explain to them the dangers of 
lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches 
are out. 
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A major portion of our preventable fires this year 
are chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed 
to escape; (2) children playing with matches; and (3) 
smokers. Let’s be mindful of the fact that all such fires 
endanger property and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation 
during the past fire season and with your continued co- 
operation we are confident that we can improve our fire 
record in 1965.

In September, school opened with an additional staff 
member, Mr. John Boyle, who was hired to teach grade 
six. The limited space in the building made it necessary 
to house grade one in the New Rye Church until the 
building addition was completed. 


The addition to the school, made possible by the vote 
of the School District in March, 1964, will provide space 
for eight classrooms. Four of these classrooms will be 
occupied as soon as they are completed, and the other 
four classrooms are to be left unfinished. Again this year 
the school program has been operating with a serious 
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overload of pupils in one grade. As many as forty-four 
pupils have been enrolled in the second grade this year, 
and this is a condition which must be remedied. It is 
recommended that an additional teacher be engaged to 
teach in this area, and that one of the unfinished rooms 
in the new addition be completed to provide a classroom 
for these pupils. 


This year, supervisory conferences have been held 
with principals of various school districts within the 
school union. These meetings provide an opportunity 
for principals to share experiences, and for each to take 
back to his school techniques, and sound educational 
practices that others have used successfully. 


Each year, more and more knowledge is required of 
young people when they seek employment and admission 
to colleges. Therefore, we must provide the opportunity 
for them to learn these additional facts and skills as well 
as our time honored basic subjects. We must provide 
more each year to just keep pace with the times, and a 
serious effort on the part of all concerned will be neces- 
sary in order to effect improvement. 


There are many ways to improve an educational pro- 
gram, and some ideas now under study or consideration 
by the administration and School Board are listed here 
for your information. 


1. Limited Physical education program. 


2. Expand departmentalization of certain subjects to 
take advantage of teacher specialties. 


3. Coordinate program and materials with selected 
cooperating school districts. 


4. Encourage inter-school teachers conferences. 


5. Continue and extend use of Educational TV. 
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6. Provide remedial instruction for the pupil 
achieving below his ability level. 


7. Update texts now in use. 
8. Encourage advanced study for teachers. 
9. Implement handwriting program. 


10. Provide instruction for the exceptional child. 


In conclusion, we would like to express our apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation given us during the year by the 
Citizens, School Board, Teachers and Pupils of Epsom.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
TOWN OF EPSOM 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The school health service at Epsom Central School in- 
cluded a routine health inspection of each child by the 
nurse. The parents were informed whenever defects 
were found, and most of these children were seen or 
treated by their family physician. The success of the 
health program depends largely upon such cooperation 
as the parents of Epsom have shown.

A conference was held with Dr. Prince, of the New 
Hampshire State Department of Public Health, regarding 
the numerous cases of ringworm in the school; and 
through the efforts of the town health officer, Mr. Bart- 
lett, it was arranged for Dr. Harold Conrad to survey the 
children by Wood light. 
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The annual Pre-school Clinic was held in May, and was 
attended by 18 children. Each child was given a routine 
health inspection by the nurse. Parents were then in- 
formed of any defects noted at this time. 


One pupil was referred to the New Hampshire Sight 
Conservation Program for eye examination. Glasses 
were provided for the child. 


During the year 38 home visits were made. 


Two children were referred to the N. H. Crippled 
Children’s Services for medical appraisal, and two were 
referred for orthodontic appraisal. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank Mr. 
Martineau, Mr. Smith, the School Board, teachers, par- 
ents and students for their constant cooperation.
